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We visit the “shack” of 
KH6DX/mobile 


Don, KH6DX/m, is a recent addition to 
the SCDXC. His considerable accom- 
plishments in building equipment and 
working DX are worth reading about. 


Don tells us: “The QTH is a 1995 
Dodge Diesel Pick Up Truck Mobile. 
On the rear is mounted a homebrew 
Screwdriver whip antenna with the 
160M Aux coil attached. The whip 
along side is for 10M and it is attached 
to the screwdriver at the base so only 
one feedline is used. 


On the cab roof is a 160/80M coaxial 
loop antenna for receive. It can be ro- 
tated from inside the cab at the opera- 
tions position. It is used to reduce 
noise and QRM from unwanted direc- 
tions. 

Also on the roof is a 2M %4 wave whip 
for use with the 2M FM transceiver 
which is used to receive DX Spots 
from the local node. 


In the bed is a modified tool box which 
houses the amplifiers, antenna tuner 
and other remote equipment. Not visi- 
ble under the bed cover are the bat- 
tery box which contains two 1200 AH 
batteries in parallel used for the ampli- 
fiers and one 800AH used for the 
transceiver and accessories. At the 
antenna base is a box containing the 
matching network and the motor con- 
trol circuits for raising and lowering the 
antenna. 


Under the hood is a 200 AMP Alterna- 
tor which runs to a RF Filter and a Di- 
ode Isolation circuit so | can charge all 
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So 


batteries but using the radio will not 
discharge the engine starter batter- 
ies. 


This is a photo of the Ten Tec OMNI 
VI Transceiver. It’s big but works 
very well as a mobile. Below that is 
my MFJ DSP Audio filter. This is 
used to give a very sharp bandpass. 
It also has a very good noise floor 
reduction circuit which works very 
well to reduce the noise floor by 
about 10 dB. Above is my P-3000 
Power and SWR meter, The antenna 
control panel, the control for the Re- 
mote amplifiers and Bandpass filters. 
The Inverter on/off switch. A Map 
light used when | am using the sta- 
tion in the dark. To the left you can 
see my Lap Top PC used for logging 
and contesting. It also mates with a 
GPS receiver mounted on the dash 
to give a map display of where | am 
headed. 


On the fold down arm rest are 
mounted my keyer, Paddle and the 
most commonly used controls such 
as tx/rx, Amp in/out, Auto message 
start switch, ETC. | also have a pa- 
per pad for logging on the move 
which are later transferred to the PC. 
Not visible under the seat is a 12v to 
110 Vac inverter which is used to 
power the Laptop and a Switching 
12 Vdc power supply. This is used to 
power the transceiver and accesso- 
ries. This is done in order to maintain 
a 13.8V supply to these items even 
when the battery output power has

sagged to 10VDC. This enables me 
to sit for hours on mountain tops 
without having to run the engine to 
recharge the batteries. 

Not visible is a control and junction 
box mounted behind the seat here 
all cab mounted items are inter- 
faced with the rear tool box items. 

| have also run large ducting from 
the truck air conditioner to the tool 
box for cooling the amplifiers in 
warm weather and heat can be run 
in to the box when it is cold. | don’t 
normally need the heat because 
the amplifiers produce plenty of 
heat already. 


My screwdriver whip antenna using a 
2” copper pipe with a motor inside to 
drive the coil up and down. The 
amount of coil which protrudes out of 
the pipe determines the resonance of 
the antenna. Finger stock ensures a 
good contact at that point. 


Above the coil is my AUX 160M coil in 
place. 


_ Then on top is my 8-foot whip with two 


top hat wires. You can see these wires 
are actually loops and there is a loop at 
the top of the whip also. These loops 
are there to eliminate Corona dis- 
charge while keying at High power lev- 
els. 


Along side is another 8 foot whip used 
for 10M because the screwdriver is 
about 4 foot long and will not resonate

the way down. This whip is attached 
to the bottom of the 2” copper pipe 
so only one feed line is needed. 


So you asked if all this stuff really 
works. You bet! 


| have WAS on 160 thru 10M ex- 
cept the WARC bands where | have 
all worked but not all cards re- 
ceived. 


| have worked WAC on all 9 bands. 
and DXCC on all bands except for 
12M and 160M where | now have 
83 countries. 


| have WAZ and am working on that 
for each band. | have 27 Zones on 
160M so far. 


My favorite band is topband be- 
cause of the challenge of using a 
mobile. In all the years | have been 
on 160M | have only worked two 
mobiles and they got on after | 
worked them at home just to see if 
they could do it.

CC&R Relief 777? 


A bill has been introduced in Con- 
gress that could provide relief to 
amateurs prevented by private 
deed covenants, conditions and 
restrictions--CC&Rs--from installing 
outdoor antennas. The measure is 
aimed at preventing private land- 
use rules from "unreasonably inter- 
fering with" the installation and use 
of "appropriate antenna structures" 
for amateurs.
